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li.S. halts arms deliveries to Beirut 


WASHINGTON .(.AP^). — The U.S. government, concerned that 
the Leba ne se army may not long survive as a fighting force, has 
suspended further deliveries of tanks and armoured personnel 
carriers, officials said Wednesday. “Eveiythinjfs in a stale ot 
flux.” said one of the officials, all of whom spoke on the condition 
they not be identified. Another official estimated that no more 
than 50 per cent to 60 per cent of the Lebanese army is intact. 
“The army has no direction because the political situation is so 
fluid," one official said, referring to the tottering government of 
President Amin GemaycL Clearly, the United States fears that 
weapons and equipment could fall into the hands of opposition 
militias battling the Gemayel government.. Two Lebanese array 
brigades reportedly abandoned U.S.-supplied tanks and arm- 
oured personnel carriers when the force was recently defeated 
near Beirut. 
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Kohl defends arms sales to Saudis 


BONN (AP) — West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl defended 
his goverament’splans to sell arms to Saudi Arabia in an interview 
published Wednesday in a Jewish weekly newspaper. Dr. Kohl 
told the Duesseldorf-based AUgemeine Juedische Woc- 
henzeitung that he believes moderate Arab forces such as the 
Saudis should be strengthened. “We are convinced about the 
honest endeavours of Lhe Saudi government for stability, restraint 
and agreement, 1 ' the Christian Democratic chancellor was Quoted 
as saying in an interview. “We recognise the right to self-defence 
and believe that peace in the Middle East is best served if the 
modest forces among the Arabs are strengthened and not .wea- 
kened,'’ Dr. Kohl said. During a trip to Israel last month. Dr. Kohl 
told Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir that Bonn would stand firm' 
. on proposed arms sales to Saudi Arabia, despite strong opposition 
from the. Israeli government.

Cheysson says France

PARIS (APJ — Foreign Minister 
Claude Cheysson said Wednesday 
France would never accept the 
partition of Lebanon. Speaking to 
the diplomatic press association. 
Mr. Cheysson said, “Lebanon 
must be able as part of a major 
reconciliation effort to rediscover 
itself united around its leg- 
itimately elected president. This 
appears to us an iudispensible 
condition so that Lebanon can be 
understood abroad and its fre- 
edom and independence res- 
pected.” In replying to questions, 
Mr. Cheysson referred several 
Lines to the legitimacy of Pre- 
sident Amin Gemayel whose res- 
ignation Lebanese opposition lea- 
ders have demanded. 


Saudi leader

Jordan severs relations with Libya

AMMAN — Jordan Wednesday sev- 
ered diplomatic and political relations 
with Liby$. over the attack and burning 
of the Jordanian embassy in Tripoli last 
Saturday. 


The decision was taken at a cab- 
inet meeting chaired by Prime 
Minister Ahmad* Obeidat, who, in 
an earlier address to the Lower 
House of Parliament, revealed 
that during the attack on the emb- 
assy, Jordanian diplomats were 
threatened by the attackers whom 
he described as agents of Libyan 
leader Muammar Qadhafi. 

The cabinet, “after reviewing 
the dimensions of the burning of 
the Jordanian embassy in Tripoli 
during which the lives of Jor- 
danian diplomats were end- 
angered, has decided to sever dip- 
lomatic and political relations with 
Libya as of today, Wednesday,” 
the Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, quoted a cabinet statement 
as saying. 

The decision followed a lengthy 
cabinet meeting in which ministers 
studied a report by Jordanian 
Ambassador to Libya Sami A1 
Sham ail eh, who was present at the 
Tripoli embassy during the attack, 
and made a thorough review of 
Jo rd an ian - Libyan relations. 

In his address to the Lower 
House. Mr. ‘Obeidat rejected 
Libyan suggestions that Pal-* 
estinian commandos stationed in 
Tripoli were responsible for the 
attack. The prime minister poi- 
nted out that the Palestinians liv- 
ing in Libya have senta message to 
Mr. Shamaileh, through an Arab 
ambassador in Tripoli, in which 


they disclaimed any responsibility 
for the attack and expressed dis- 
appointment of being accused of 
the “dirty charge for the attack 
which would not serve neither the 
Palestinian nor the Arab cause.” 

Details revealed

Mr. Shamaileh and Embassy 
Counsellor Faisal KhurshJd arr- 
ived in Amman Tuesday along 
with their families in response to 
, an urgent summons by the gov- 
ernment. 

The Palestinians? message to 
the ambassador also explained 
that the four or five Palestinians 
who were noticed by embassy staff 
during the storming were paid to 
do so by Colonel Qadhafi. the 
prime minister said. 

The number of people who sto- 
rmed the embassy ranged from 
2D0 to 25U and were transported 
to the diplomatic mission by the 
Libyan government in five veh-, 
icles. Mr. 'Obeidat revealed. 

He added that the attackers inc- 
luded labourers and Chadian mer- 
cenaries mixed with Libyan pol- 
icemen in civilian and military uni- 
forms and with female conscripts 
from Col. QadhafTs guards. 

“The details of the attack were 
collected from various sources and 
Ambassador Shamaileh assured . 
us of their authenticity” in a mee- 
ting at the Foreign Ministry Wed- 


nesday morning, Mr. ‘Obeidat 
said. 

Libyan Televirion broadcast a 
statement on Thursday, Feb. 16. 
claiming that it was on behalf of 
Palestinian “revolutionary com- 
mittees 1 ' from all factions living in 
Libya and called on Palestinians to 
gather in Tripoli's Green Square 
on Saturday, Feb. I#, to organise a 
march towards the Jordanian 
Embassy, the prime minister rec- 
ounted. ' 

About 1U0 Libyan policemen 
were stationed around the emb- 
assy building before the dem- 
onstrators reached the Green 
Square and their march towards 
the embassy, Mr. ‘Obeidat said. 
“The Libyan security forces were 
there to organise the storming of 
the embassy,” rather than pro- 
tecting it, the prime minister said. 

Briefing the Lower House on 
what happened from the moment 
the demonstrators reached the 
embassy building, Mr. 'Obeidat 
went on to say that the Libyan pol- 
icemen who were supposed to 
prevent the attack gave way to 
demonstrators to storm the emb- 
assy. 

Upon their arrival, Mr. ‘Obe- 
idat said, the demonstrators sta- 
rted breaking down the external 
gates of the embassy by big axes 
and entered the building with fla- 
ming torches. The demonstrators 
spread around in the various flo- 
ors of the building, some setting 
the furniture ablaze, others ste- 
aling the embassy's properties 
such as files, and application pap- 
ers for passport renewals and 
some others burning papers while 
others carried away small bags and 
steel safes “thinking that they con- 
tain things that might be useful to 
them/' he said. 

Other demonstrators were bre- 
aking the doors of the rooms in all 
the embassy's floors and setting 


fire in them by clothes dipped in 
petrol, the prime minister went 
on. 

The anackers went up to the 
roof of the building and burned 
the Jordanian flag and hoisted 
Libyan and Palestinian flags and 
left the building as flames spread 
throughout the embassy, Mr. 
‘ObeidaL continued. 

Staff threatened 

During the attack, Mr. ‘Obeidat 
said, the rioters forced the amb- 
assador and his staff to open the 
door of a room they were in and 
threatened them with death. 

After the rioters left the bui- 
lding, the ambassador and his staff 
went to the roof of the building 
and asked for help from nei- 
ghbours who offered their help, 
Mr. ‘Obeidat said. 

The ambassador and his staff 
managed to get out of the flaming 
building by sliding down walls and 
pipelines, the prime minister said. 

A Libyan police officer app- 
roached the ambassador and 
asked him to get into a car and 
took him to a police station where 
he was asked to talk to a “rep- 
resentative” of the demonstrators. 
The “representative” wanted to 
present a “protest” to the amb- 
assador, who refusing to talk to 
him, took refuge at the Kuwaiti 
embassy where he was offered 
every help the Kuwaitis could 
give. Mr. ‘Obeidat told the Lower 
House. 

He stressed that the groups 
which were surrounding the emb- 
assy before the attack were a mix- 
ture of policemen in uniforms and 
security officers in civilian clothes 
as well as male and female guards 
of Got, Qadhafi wearing civilian 
and military costumes. 

“All of the demonstrators were 


carrying arms and the march was 
described as a Palestinian one,” 
the prime minister said. 

He pointed out that the att- 
ackers of the embassy included all 
of those elements wearing civilian 
clothes and the embassy’s staff 
could not distinguish them “but 
rhe anackers were Libyans car- 
rying individual arms, and I leave 
it for you to judge who are allowed 
to possess arms in Libya.” 

Mr. 'Obeidat said that most of 
the Arab and foreign ambassadors 
to Libya, as well as citizens con- 
tacted Mr. Shamaileh and assured 
him that the Libyan government 
was behind the attack. It was the 
Libyan government which col- 
lected people from the streets and 
Chadian mercenaries as well as 
factions from the Libyan int- 
elligence and arranged them to be 
transported in five trucks to the 
Green Square, the diplomats told 
Mr. Shamaileh, according to Mr. 
'Obeidat. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat pointed out that 


the day after the burning of the 
embassy most of the Arab and 
foreign ambassadors passed by the 
embassy “which had by then bec- 
ome an ‘exhibition 1 for all citizens 
and diplomats.” 

He went on to say that the Jor- 
danian embassy was not the first 
nor will be last embassy in Libya to 
be burnt down, but “what is sad- 
dening about it is that when the 
Libyan government decided to 
bum the French embassy (few 
years earlier] it informed the 
embassy staff to evacuate the bui- 
lding and gave them six hours to 
do so.”

“However, the embassy of the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan 
was treated differently because 
the Jordan ian- Libyan relations 
were ‘good 1 and sbould be pre- 
served and such a deed should not 
affect bilateral relations abs- 
olutely,” the visibly angry prime 
minister commented sarcastically. 

Mr. ‘ Obeidat was obviously ref- 


erring to the words of the Libyan 
charge d'affaires in Amman, who 
pleaded ignorance of the attack 
Saturday. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat said that in a pre- 
vious government statement bef- 
ore the House “we sincerely and 
genuinely called on strengthening 
Arab solidarity and pledged that 
our methods in attaining that 
would be based on our insistence 
to work in a responsible manner to 
solve all Arab differences.” 

■ ‘Past, present and future' - 

He added: “We cannot violate 
this principle, for it is a fixed policy 
for the Hashemite Kingdom of 
Jordan and that is why 1 said it is 
high time to re-evaluate relations 
with Libya taking into con- 
sideration all the past, the present 
and the future, and I mean what I 
say."

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BEIRUT (Agencies] — Saudi 
Arabian mediators reported some 
progress Wednesday in efforts to 
resolve the Lebanese crisis, but 
Lebanon’s civil war factions rem- 
ained sharply divided over the fate 
of the May 17 troop withdrawal 
accord with Israel. 

President Amin Gemayel was 
prepared to scrap the agreement 
as demanded by Syria and its allies 
in Lebanon, according to gov- 
ernment sources who declined to 
be identified, the Associated Press 
said. But several rightist leaders 
warned that they would withdraw 
their support of the president if 
the agreement was scrapped. 

As Saudi negotiators held mee- 
tings in Beirut and Damascus, the 
U.S. Marines ax. Beirut Int- 
ernational Airport continued to 
move equipment and personnel to 
Sixth Fleet ships offshore.

Hariri briefs Salem 

Rafiq Hariri, a Lebanese-born 
Saudi businessman who has been a 
key negotiator, drove to Beirut 
Wednesday and immediately con- 
ferred with Lebanese Foreign 
Minister Elie Salem on the out- 
come of talks with Lebanese opp- 
osition and Syrian leaders in 
Damascus. 

Another Saudi negotiator. Pri- 
nce Bandar Ibn Sultan, who is the 
kingdom’s ambassador to Was- 
hington, emerged from a meeting 
with Syrian Foreign Minister 


Abdul Hajim Khaddam to say“we 
have discussed and decided a few 
things. ... we have a positive and a 
very good meeting today.” 

“We are resolved to solve all 
problems, and I am very opt- 
imistic,” Prince Bandar said. 

“Matters are going in the right 
direction to serve the Lebanese 
interest” he said, adding both 
Saudi Arabia and Syria would 

“continue to do their best to end

the bloodshed and ordeal in Leb- 
anon.” 

Reuters quoted Saudi sources 
said Mr. Hariri was seeking Mr. 
Geraayefs approval of a “minor” 
amendment Syria wanted to a 
draft plan he had worked out ear- 
lier in Beirut with the Lebanese 
president. 

If all went well, they said, the 
plan was expected to be ann- 
ounced in' Beirut later Wed- 
nesday. 

They declined to say whether 
the draft was the same four-point 
initiative Lebanese opposition 
sources said was put forward by 
Saudi Arabia after Syria rejected 
an earlier plan last week, Reuters 
said. 

This included appointment of a 
new prime minister and cabinet, 
public abrogation of a May 1983 
troop withdrawal accord between 
Lebanon and Israel and res- 
umption of national reconciliation 
talks on political reforms, acc- 
ording to Reuters. 

The original plan, which was 


also rejected by Lebanese opp- 
osition groups as well as right- 
wing militias, had called for a sim- 
ultaneous withdrawal of Syrian 
and Israeli troops from Lebanon. 

Damascus' objected on the gro- 
unds that the proposals pul Syria 

and Israel on an equal footing.

Rightists threaten Gemayel 

But Mr. Gemayel now is in dan- 
ger of losing the support of even 
right-winggroupsopposed to abr- 
ogation of the Israeli agreement. 

Former President Camille 
Charaoun, the head of the “Leb- 
anese Front” coalition which put 
Mr. Gemayel in power, said he 
would abandon the president if he 
gave in to Syrian demands (Cha- 
moun insists on Syrian wit- 
hdrawal, page 2). 

Fady Frem, commander of the 
“Lebanese Forces” militia, said 
his men also opposed cancellation 
of the treaty (Militia chief warns 
Gemayel, page 2). 

The statements mean Mr. 
Gemayel is now almost com- 
pletely isolated, having failed to 
satisfy Syria or the predominantly 
Muslim and Druze opposition and 
in danger of losing his remaining 
support among fellow Christians. 

Former President Chamoun 
said in a statement published by 
his national Liberal Party's daily 
newspaper that he understood Mr. 
Gemayel might now be ready to 
give in to Syrian and opposition 


demands and abrogate the treaty 
unconditionally. 

In an interview later with Reu- 
ters, he said he expected other 
groups in the mainly Christian 
“Lebanese Front 1 ’ to join the lib- 
erals in opposing Mr. Gemayel if 
he cancelled the treaty. The front, 
of which Mr. Chamoun is pre- 
sident, includes the powerful Fal- 
angist Party founded and run by 
Mr. Gemayers father. Pierre. 

Mr. Chamoun said leaders of 
the front would seek a meeting 
with President Gemayel as soon as 
possible to establish exactly what 
he intended to do about the treaty. 

Muslim religious leaders cro- 
ssed the “green line” dividing Bei- 
rut Wednesday for talks with Chr- 
istian clergymen in what one par- 
ticipant said was the first meeting 
of its kind since the 1975-76 civil 
war. 

Sunni and Shfite Muslim lea- 
ders attended. Sources close to the 
meeting said .Druze rep- 
resentatives had been invited but 
none came. 

A statement issued after the 
talks condemned the killing, kid- 
napping and destruction of pro- 
perty in Lebanon. It called for 
talks to arrange an immediate cea- 
sefire. open up the green line, and 
release those held hostage by var- 
ious armed groups.

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraq 
said Wednesday it had crushed a 
new Iranian offensive in . the. 
41-month-old Gulf war and Pre- 
sident Saddam Hussein said the 
latest fighting should be decisive. 

An Iraqi military spokesman 
said the offensive, launched Tue- 
sday night, had been “completely 
annihilated" by Iraqi forces. 

Commenting on the fighting in a 
radio broadcast later. President 
Hussein said: “The criminals wan- 
ted a decisive battle... so let it be a 
decisive one that will fortify the 
victory of Iraq and defeat the evil, 
aggressive and expansionist amb- 
itions of the enemy.” 

President Hussein said he was 
sure of an Iraqi victory- because 
Iraq had “better armaments, bet- 
ter supplies, better preparations 
and greater faith.” 

The military spokesman said 
the Iranians had tried to attack 
Iraq’s Fourth Army Corps near 


Shib and Shelat on the border of 
Iraq's Misan province. 

Iraq warned Tuesday, before 
the latest Iranian offensive, that a 
new attack was imminent and 
warned that Iraqi forces might str- 
ike deep inside Iran. 

The new Iranian offensive came 
only a few hours after Iraq app- 
ealed for an international effort 
“to deter the Iranian regime.” 
after warning that such an attack 
was imminent. 

A foreign diplomat m Baghdad 
and a U.S. official in Washington 
both of whom did not wash to be ' 
identified, said that Iran had mas- 
sed SdU.dtiU troops for what was 
expected to develop into a major 
World- War-I type of battle, acc- 
ording to the Associated Press. 

The Iranian national news age- 
ncy IRNA. received in London, 
claimed Iranian forces had thrust 
to positions 17 kilometres from 
the Baghdad-Basra highway. 


It said the latest two-pronged 
offensive began late Tuesday 
night over a 1 Od-kilometre front 
in the central and southern sectors 
of the 41 -month-old Gulf war. 

Tehran Radio, monitored by 
the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration. said fierce fighting was 
continuing Wednesday afternoon, 
It said hand-to-hand fighting 
was continuing in some areas, 
while heavy clashes were reported 
in the northern sector of the off- 
ensive. where it claimed Iranians 
had advanced. 

Iraq Tuesday accused Iran of 
shelling its southern border tow- 
nship of Shihabi despite a promise 
not to bombard civilian centres 
The Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
quoted a military spokesman as 
saying that two houses were des- 
troyed by the shelling, which aim 
caused damage to the township's 
mosque, a school and other civ- 
ilian buildings. 



Cohen-Orgad presents $22.7 billion budget 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(AP) — Israeli Finance Minister 
Yigal Cohen-Orgad submitted a 
■government budget to parliament 
Wednesday of 4.33 trillion she- 
kels. (522.7 billion), saying aus- 
terity was the only way out of the 
country’s financial crisis. 

“There are no quick magic sol- 
utions and no shortcuts.” said the 
treasury chief, offering a budget 
that he said trimmed 10 per cent 
from defence, seven per cent from 
welfare and forecast two per cent 
more unemployment. 

' Mr. Cohen-Orgad said the bud- 
get for the fiscal year starting 
April 1 was aimed at pulling the 
economy out of a crisis that bro- 
ught last year's inflation to an unp- 


recedented 191 per cent and a 
balance of payments deficit of 
more than $5 billion. 

He said his main target was to 
cut wages by an average seven per 
cent and reduce the trade gap by 
about 51 billion. 

Opposition spokesman Gad 
Yaacobi of the Labour Party att- 
acked the budget proposal as lac- 
king policy and said the gov- 
ernment was doing nothing to 
check inflation or to move to a 
more export-oriented economy. 

Inflation was racing so fast. Mr. 
Yaacobi said, that the finance min- 
ister could not include an inflation 
estimate for next year. He called 
the budget “a product of great 


despair." 

The current exchange rate is 
130 Israeli shekels to the U.S. dol- 
lar, but the government is using a 
rale of 190 shekels to the dollar in 
its budget projections in an att- 
empt to anticipate the average 
exchange rate for the fiscal year. 

Converting the shekel figure in 
dollars was difficult, since the she- 
kel loses value every day. Mr. 
Fogel said the conversion rate he 
used was 192 shekels to the dollar. 
Wednesday’s rate was 131 she- 
kels. 

The budget allocated 54 billion 
for defence, including a 51.4 bil- 
lion grant from the United States. 
Of that, 5382 million was set aside 


for Israel's occupation in Leb- 
anon. 

But Mr. Cohen Orgad said Def- 
ence spending was dropping from 
43 per cent of last year 1 s budget to 
37 per cent in 1984. 

Spending on Jewish settlements 
in the occupied West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip would be “cm sig- 
nificantly.” Mr. Cohen-Orgad 
said, but he did not give any fig- 
ures. He said that most spending 
settlements would go toward 
“developing" the 29 settlements 
built in 1983. 

By a show of hands the par- 
liament voted the budget to the 
finance committee for approval 
before it is voted into law. 


Li Xiannian 

Chinese 
leader 
expected 
March 8 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The President 
of the People’s Republic of China. 
Mr. Li Xiannian. will pay a state 
visit to Jordan from March 8 to 
.March 13 at the invitation of His 
Majesty King Hussein, it was ann- 
ounced here Wednesday. 

An announcement by the Royal 
Court said that the president will 
hold talks with King Hussein on 
current international affairs and 
ways of bolstering Jordanian- 
Chinese relations and expanding 
the scope of bilateral co-operation 
in various fields. 

The Chinese president’s visit 
will come in the course of a tour 
which he will make abroad that 
wifl also take him to Pakistan. 
Turkey and Nepal. The president 
wiU stay here for a three-day state 
visit to be followed by a two-day 
private visit to Jordan. 

According to a statement by the 
Chinese foreign ministry, the pre- 
sident wfll be accompanied by his 
wife Lin Jiamei, Vice-Premier 
Tian Jtym, Vice-Foreign Minister 
Gocg Dafel and Vice Minister of 
Foreign Economic Relations and 
Trade Zheng Toubin. - 
The visit to Jordan will be in 
return for an official visit made by 
King Hussein to China last Sep- 
tember.

Thomas O’Sullivan, told 
the Jordan Times that Mr. Dan- 
kert is scheduled to meet with His 
Majesty King Hussein, His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
and. the speakers of the Upper 
and the Lower Houses of Par- 
liament. Ahmad A1 Lawzi and 
Akef Ai Fayez, respectively. 

Mr. Dankert. who is acc- 
ompanied by his political advisors, 
is expected to discuss Middle East 
issues in the light of resolutions 
adopted by the European Par- 
liament which cal) on EC member 
states to take an immediate ini- 
tiative to bring pressure to bear on 
the various parties involved in the 
Arab- Israeli conflict to negotiate 
a lasting settlement, possibly wit- 
hin the framework of United Nat- 
ions' Resolutions 242 and 338 and 
various other peace initiatives. 

In its Dec. 16 resolutions, the 
European Parliament envisaged a 
possible Middle East solution on 
the basis of the U.N. resolutions, 
the ECs Venice Declaration of 
June 198>), and the Arab peace 
plan adopted at the Fez. Morocco, 
summit in 1982. 

The EC also considered a joint 
Fra neo-Egyptian initiative which 


is accepted by the 10 EC member 
states in the framework of Eur- 
opean political co-operation. The 
European Parliament resolutions 
also state that any delay in peace 
efforts until after the U.S. pre- 
sidential elections in November 
1984 will be “highly dangerous” 
and cannot be countenanced. 

During Mr. Dankert’s visit to 
Israel earlier this month. Israeli 
newspapers quoted him as saying 
Israel settlement policy in the 
occupied West Bank is “counter- 
productive to any peaceful sol- 
ution of the overall problem.” Mr. 
Dankert, who was addressing the 
Israeli parliament on Feb. 6 dur- 
ing his three-day visit, said Israel's 
settlement policy was ins- 
trumental “in almost destroying 
the very commendable initiative” 
of His Majesty King Hussein who 
is still in the process of neg- 
otiations with Palestinian officials. 

In his speech to the Israeli par- 
liament, Mr. Dankert also said 
Europe sees the question of the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people as the fundamental pro^ 
blem of the Middle East — next to 
the lran-lraq war. 

He described U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan’s Middle East 
peace initiative announced in Sep- 
tember 1982. as a “slow but som- 
etimes imperceptible movement 
forward."

U.N. officials sceptical of Beirut force

— Countries willing to commit 
their soldiers to a seemingly imp- 
ossible mission after the failure of 
the Multinational Force which was 
made up of U.S.. French. Italian 
and British troops. 

- The consent of a variery of 
militias deployed in Beirut and the 
surrounding area, including the 
Progressive Socialist Party fPSPj 
and Shi'ttc fighters, as well as a 
firm cease-fire. 

U.N. officials who spoke on 
condition they not be identified 
said their greatest fear was that 
any U.N. force in Beirut would be 
dragged , unwilling into policing 
truces between warring factions.

ntified as a partisan force.” said 
one official. 

Another problem is defining the 
mandate to suit all sides.

Shamir discusses Lebanon,

THE HAGUE "(R) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
began talks Wednesday with 
Dutch leaders centring on Leb- 
anon and his request for the sup- 
port of the Netherlands on inc- 
reasing European Community 
trade with his country.

BEIRUT (R) — Camille Cha- 
moun. one* of Lebanon’s most inf-

Israel unconditionally. 

The former President told Reu- 
ters iq an interview be would only 
accept cancelling the treaty, which 
commits Israel to withdraw its 
troops from Lebanon, if Syria agr- 
eed to remove its forces from the 
country within three months. 

“We will not accept the abr- 
ogation of the agreement except 
under the condition of the wit- 
hdrawal of Syrian troops from all 
Lebanon within a period of three 
months.” he said. 

Mr. Chamoun said Tuesday 
night he had learned that Leb- 
anon’s current President, Amin 
i Gemayel, was considering giving 
in to Syrian and Lebanese opp- 
osition demands for unconditional 
abrogation of the treaty worked. 
i out last May. 

Earlier this month Mr. Gemayel 
offered to scrap the treaty as part 
of a package of proposals inc- 
i luding the simultaneous wit- 
! hdrawal of Israeli and Syrian tro- 
ops within three months. 

But both Syria, and the opp- 
osition. whose mili tia forces have 
recently scored decisive victories 
over the Lebanese army, rejected 
the plan. 

They oppose the treaty because 
it gives Israel a role in policing 
South Lebanon. 

The 8 3 -year-old Mr. Chamoun. 
who was president of Lebanon 
from 1952 to 19S 8, is leader of the 
National Liberal Party and pre- 
sident of the Lebanese Front, 
which groups the Liberals and 
other Christian parties. 

Mr. Chamoun said if the pre- 
sident cancelled the May treaty 
unconditionally “that will be a 
major disagreement with Pre- 
sident Gemayel and we will ref- 
use any kind of cooperation with 
him and his government.”

It seems that Jordan is asked to 
preserve Arab solidarity on its 
own, the prime minister said. “We 
will continue to do so as we always 
did since the Arab summit in Bag- 
hdad in 1978 despite the negative 
Libyan artirude and its default on 
its responsibilities.” 

At Baghdad summit h was dec- 
ided to make annual aid grants to 
Jordan, Syria and Lebanon as well 
as the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation in their struggle against 
Israel as frontline states. 

Under the provisions of the agr- 
eement Jordan was to receive a 
total of 51,249.6 million annually 
to be made up by contributions of 
7.1 per cent from Algeria, 14.9 
per cent from Iraq, 15.7 per cent 
each from Kuwait and Libya, 6.6 
percent from Qatar ,28.6 percent 
from Saudi Arabia and T 1. 4 per 
cent from the United Arab Emi- 
rates. Libya defaulted on fis pay- 
ments to Jordan from the beg- 
inning, Mr. ‘Obeidat pointed out. 

However, Jordan continued to 
train Libyans in its various civilian 
and military institutions spe- 
cialised in social security, civil avi- 1 
ation. television, and the Military 
Academy, the Royal Command 
and Staff Academy, the prime 
minister said. “Jordan kept its 
door open to all Libyan trainees to 
get training and attend courses 
and all went back to their country 
gaining experiences which we 
leave to their government to ass- 
ess." 

Mr. ‘Obeidat added that Jordan 
has done all of it can withoui.exp- 
ecting any thing ia return, hoping 
to preserve Arab solidarity while 
“Libya turned its back to any res- 
ponsibility including the financial 
assistance assigned by the Bag- 
hdad summit." 

Jordan aim proved its sincerity 
towards Arab solidarity even after 
the Libyan media continued to 
direct allegations and started 


campaigning against Jordan and 
to increase Arab differences thr- 
ough various campaigns. 

“Our press has never con- 
tributed in any way to increase 
Arab differences nor did it go 
along with the Libyan press, but 
on the contrary the Jordanian 
press has played a positive and 
up-to-date role,” he said. 

Jordan always talked about 
Arab, solidarity and has always 
adhered to it but “the irr- 
esponsible Libyan attitude con- 
tinued to knock on our doors day 
' and night and nag us through var- 
ious means in an attempt to imp- 
ose its tutelage on Jordan,” the 
prime minister said. . 

“While Jordan is forbidden to 
talk with Egypt’s President Hosni 
■Mubarak, Libya is allowed to cho- 
ose its own time, the Arab country 
and the Arab leader to talk to. and 
can send missionaries Hke Dam 
Q adhiafL, leader of the Libyan int- 
elligence and the cousin of Mua- 
mmar Al Qadhafi, to hold talks 
with President Mubarak in Mor- 


occo. 

The prime minister wondered 
what crime Jordan has committed 
against the Palestinian leadership 
so as to incite the anger of Col. 
Qadhafi. “Jordan has always pre- 
served the legitimacy of the Pal- 
estinian cause and Jordan always 
said that the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) is the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people. This is an 
Arab decision and we always 
abide it.” 

“Jordan has never sought to 
split the Palestinian movement by 
setting the Palestinians against 
each other as Libya did," Mr. 
‘Obeidat said, referring to the Syr- 
ian and Libyan-backed rebellion 
against PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat in the organisation.

Chamber, Anani discuss 
action on trade problems 

AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Jawad A] Anani held a three hour meeting 
here Wednesday with representatives of the Fed- 
eration of Jordanian Chambers of Commerce 
(FJCC) to discuss ways of co-operating in developing 
the country’s economy. 


Following the meeting. Dr. 
Anani said in a statement that Lhe 
meeting was frank and useful and 
a broad range of issues pertaining 
to the country's trade sector were 
discussed with boil) sides listening 
to each others views. 

Both sides expressed concern to 
serve public interest, the minister 
said, adding that the current dif- 
ficult economic stage requires 
mutual trust and the building of* 
bridges of co-operation between 
the public and private sectors to 
serve the country’s interests. 

He expressed his willingness to 
hold further such meetings and to 
study ways of solving the pressing 
issues of the day with rep- 
resentatives of the Jordanian pri- 
vate sectors. 

The federation’s chairman, Mr. 
Hamdi Al Tabbaa’ said afterwards 


that the meeting was designed to 
help both sides find solutions to 
problems which the trade sector is 
now facing. 

The federation has submitted to 
the minister a memorandum con- 
taining demands from rep- 
resentatives of the Jordanian 
trade sector. Mr. Tabbaa’ said. 

Among these were that mer- 
chants who violate Ministry of 
Supply regulations be referred to 
civil rather than military courts, 
while another requested that mer- 
chants be allowed to import foo- 
dstuffs raLher than as at present be 
restricted to the Ministry of Sup- 
ply. 

According to Mr. Tabbaa 1 , the 
minister has issued instructions 
prohibiting the importation of 
trucks in view of the decline in 

business in that sector and the dif-

German technical aid aims to stem soil erosion

AMMAN — Plans and dev- 
elopments for the Zarqa River 
catchment area were discussed 
this week between the Ministry of 
Agriculture. Lhe National Pla- 
nning Council (NPC) and the 
West German Agency for Tec- 
hnical co-operation (GTZj. 

Mr. Dietrich Gebauer from 
GTZ based in Germany visited 
Jordan this week to review the 
progress of the project, which was 
started in 1982 following studies 
by GTZ and the ministry. He 
discussed future possibilities dur- 
ing his visit. 

V 

Soil erosion 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Gebauer said that 


GTZ is assisting on a technical 
basis to try and overcome the ser- 
ious problem of soil erosion in the 
area that is silting up the King 
Talal Dam and affecting the agr- 
iculture of the region. 

He said that an integrated app- 
roach was being implemented 
using a “safe land use" concept. 
This incorporates all the factors 
affecting the situation of erosion 
and its reduction. 

A combination of various ero- 
sion prevention measures inc- 
luding terracing, construction of 
gabions, afforestation and land 
usage incorporating contour plo- 
ughing and effective water man- 
agement could help combat the 
problem, he said. 

Before the project started, inv- 
estigations were carried out and 
studies were made on the top- 


ography, soil condition, climate 
and water status in order to det- 
. ermine the land use capability and 
to conserve both the soil and water 
resources, said Mr. Gebauer. 

In the past two years several 
projects have been initiated inc- 
luding pilot programmes in Mus- 
taba and Hameid which have dif- 
fering rainfalls determining their 
agricultural activity. 

An “accelerated imp- 
lementation programme," which 
involved immediate action to red- 
uce erosion through construction 
of gabions and protection of river 
banks have also been imp- 
lemented. 

Another programme of res- 
earch and trial projects on soil- 


water relations, run-off and sil- 
tation rate is being conducted. 

Land management 

The land management aspects 
of these trial projects are imp- 
ortant said Mr. Gebauer as the 
effects of shallow, deep and con- 
tinuous ploughing affect water 
run-off and soil conservation in all 
areas of the country. The results, 
he said, could be applied els- 
ewhere. 

The area covered by the project 
is .82.01)0 hectares and it involves 
co-operation wirh the fr Triers 
who will contribute various inputs 
to the scheme.

Dream of a madman 

REPEATED failure of Iranian offensives against Iraq have 
not deterred Ayatollah Khomeini and his clique from sending 
their co untrym en to the war front only to die in the name of 
their fantasies. This time, the Tehran regime is sending hun- 
dreds of thousands of young and old Iranians to their fate 
again. They wiD also fail. , 

It is clear by now that no Iraqi offer of peace, no matter how 
reasonable and sincere, nor any international effort at med- 
iation, nor anything short of Khomeini’s death or removal, will 
convince Iran of the need to stop the 41-month-old Gulf war. 
Just when this destructive conflict will end, we have no way -of 
knowing. But one thing is certain: regardless of to what length 
Iran takes its enmity with the Arabs, it cannot possibly win. 

There are a number of reasons why successive Iranian off- 
ensives against Iraq have failed to achieve anything (save for 
the destruction and suffering inflicted upon both Iran and 
Iraq) and why these attacks will continue to flounder. First, 
Iraq is defending its territory and sovereignty; no matter how 
long their struggle lasts and what it takes, the Iraqis will 
continue to fight bravely and confidently in defence of their 
land, unity and honour. Second, the Iraqi armed forces are, by 
all accounts, better equipped and stronger than the Iranian 
army; the Iraqis will not succumb to Khomeini's Rev- 
olutionary Guards and armed bands in the battlefield. Third, 
Baghdad has the means to cripple Iran’s economy and torn the 
war into an international conflict, in which Tehran cannot 
possibly hope to gain anything, if the Khomeini regime decides 
to take its enmity with Iraq to the bitter end. 

It is this possibility of internationalising the Gulf war, rather 
than the likelihood of Iran achieving any victories on the gro- 
und, that should be of immediate and greater concern to the 
whole world. 

Of course we are confident of Iraq’s ability to repel the latest 
Iranian aggression and of teaching the invaders a lesson they 
should never forget. But it is also true that the new flare-up in 
the Gulf may as easily get out of hand and prove to be dis- 
astrous, not only to the combatants but also to the whole world. 

It is with this threat in min d that the international com- 
munity, especially the superpowers, should wake up to what 
Khomeini, the madman, is doing? 

ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra’i: U.S. series of miscalculations 


THE UNITED States sent its forces Lo Lebanon in the first place to 
secure an Israeli withdrawal from that country. When the Americans 
started pulling out of Lebanon Tuesday, the Israelis were still in that 
country and consolidating their positions there. The Americans went 
to Lebanon to help its government to restore its authority over the 
whole of the country. However what we see now is just the opposite: 
A country divided as ever with a weak central government and above 
all a renewal of conflict among the waning factions. The Americans 
who were involved in the Vietnam war for years, should have learned 
their lessons. Washington must realise the following points about our 
region: 

1 - Formulas imposed by force can achieve nothing in our area if the 
people reject them: and any use of force to destroy and kill can only 
cause a further deterioration in the situation and can never force the 
people to capitulate. 

2- The Arab-Zionist conflict is unique as there is no room in this 
part of the world for both protagonists. The decisive factor here is a 
total victory for one and a total defeat of the other. 

3- All the American and Zionist calculations based on the Arab 
situation have proved to be false and are unreliable because the two 
had based their assumptions on a weak Arab Nation plagued by 
divisions and did not take into consideration the potential force of the 
indigenous population. 

4- Calls for regionalism and sectarianism are doomed to failure 
because the future of any Arab state is closely connected with the 
whole Arab Nation. 

Al Diistour: Compromise can thwart Israel 


APPALLED BY the victories of the nationalist forces in Lebanon 
and dismayed by reports about an impending scrapping of the Israeli 
Lebanese agreement, the Zionist leaders have decided to take action 
to secure their gains across their non hem border. 

The Israelis have sent new forces to Lebanon over the past few 
days and embarked on several adventures such as bombing nat- 
ionalist positions and harassing the local population in a bid to thwart 
any move to return Palestinians to the southern regions of Lebanon 
or to strengthen nationalist forces in that area. 

But Israel is now in a weaker state than it was 20 months ago and 
any new adventure in Lebanon will not succeed as easily as in earlier 
occasions because the local population are determined to end occ- 
upation. However, a new Israeli adventure will no doubt bring with it 
more destruction and more killing and therefore the nationalist 
forces should seize the opportunity and accept any compromise 
solutions with the Beirut government if they warn to thwart Israel* s 
expansionist designs in their country. 

Sawt Al Shaab : Arabs should face 
blackmailing 

WE ARE not in favour of boycotting any country or severing ties 
with our Arab brethren, but in view of the premeditated attack on 
our embassy in Tripoli, we ought to seriously reconsider our pos- 
ition. We have to review Libya's attitude towards Jordan over the 
years during which we faced Libyan threats, conspiracies and acts of 
intimidation. Jordan faced all that with patience and tried to forget 
the inj ustices out of its keenness to preserve good Arab relations and 
brotherly ties, and with a view lo preventing Arab differences from 
widening further. 

Today, we face organised terrorism against our country coming to 
us from certain Arab regimes and directed at our diplomatic missions 
abroad. We consider these actions to be a campaign of political 
blackmail designed to force us to succumb to the will of other cou- 
ntries. Such acts of terrorism should be confronted by all Arab 
countries at the Arab League level. Jordan cannot allow its diplomats 
to be victims of such terrorist acts and we do not believe any other 
Arab state would accept this situation either.

BEIRUT — Four men sit in a cel- 
lar playing cards. Around there, 
rows of foam mattresses lie on the 
carefully-swept concrete floor. . 
Makeshift wooden bunks line the 
walls. 

Women and children mill 
about, but the men quietly ignore 
them. After three weeks of cellar 
life they are hardened veterans of 
the blitz that has shattered wbole 
districts of Beirut's southern sub- 
urbs. 

Outside in the bright sunshine, 
occasional shells still explode nea- 
rby. Sniper fire and machine-gun 
volleys bounce noisily around the 
apartment blocks along streets 
reminiscent of cities blitzed during 
World War □. 

Two Italian press pho- 
tographers duck and scurry among 
the deserted streets, edging tow- 
ards the frontline at St. Michaer s 
Church, whose white belfry is vis- 
ible between the apartment 
blocks. 

“Don’t worry” says Abu AJ. 
Abbas, a 17-year-old Shfite fig- 
hter in a black stetson, camouflage 
jacket, jeans and U.S. army boots. 
“They are just shooting at the 
upper storeys. They can't reach 
us.” 

Doctors at a hospital in the 


Shfite Muslim suburbs says bet- 
ween 500 and 600 people died and 
thousands were injured in the 
bombardment, most of them civ- 
ilians. 

The worst shelling by the Leb- 
anese army is over, but the 30 
people in this cellar 700 metres 
from the frontlines are among tens 
of thousands who cannot return 
home. 

Each day, says a Civil Defence 
worker, uppeT-storey apartments 
on this street are machine-gunned 
— apparently by army troops or 
their rightwing Falangist militia 
allies — until they burst into fla- 
mes. 

Hundreds of homes have been 
destroyed since fighting for con- 
trol of the Lebanese capital began 
on Feb. 2. 

An estimated 150.U00 inh- 
abitants, the eigbt families in this 
cellar have nowhere else to go. 

“The guns are still firing. We 
don't dare go up to our homes,” 
says Ali Mekdad, a sanitary wor- 
ker whose white hair makes him 
look twice his 42 years. 

Despite bitter charges from 
Shfite leaders that the army ind- 
iscriminately shelled residential 
districts, the worst damage app- 
ears to be near the frontlines and 
around known Shf ite militia cen- 
tres. 

For days and nights Beirut 
shook as the army pounded the 


suburbs with big guns, tanks and 
mortars until opposition mil- 
itiamen finally surged out to seize 
West Beirut from the army on 
Feb. 6 and 7. 

“There were 250 people packed 
in this cellar for three days and 
nights,” said Ismail Assad Mahdi, 
a 50-year-old carpenter. 

“We were all standing. Women 
and children were screaming and 
the shelter was shaking from the 
bombardment. It smelt of gas 
from exploding gas canisters ” 

The survivors have had no run- 
ning water, no mains electricity, 
.no shops and no normal food sup- 
plies since the first day of fighting. 

This district, close to where the 
fighting began, looks like a ghost 
town. Apartment blocks bear up 
to two dozen shell holes and 
scorch marks left by fire. Evety 
street is littered with rubble and 
lined with smashed and burned- 
out cars. 

Side streets are blocked by 
masonry, broken power cables, 
fallen balcony rails, window blinds 
and furniture. Piles of clothes, 
blankets and shoes lie in the rub- 
ble. 

Schools stand wrecked by mul- 
tiple direct hits. The four hospitals 
serving the suburbs, where a third 
of Lebanon' s population lived, are 
distant and dangerous to reach. 

In one side street, three women 
sit on mattresses on the sidewalk. 


driven from crowded basements 
by flooding that turned their she- 
lters into lakes. 

Scores of shelters have been 
flooded since mains supplying the 
suburbs were bit by shells on Feb. 
2. Since then, up to 400,000 peo- 
ple have been without running 
water. 

Civil Defence workers say sur- 
vivors lived for days in wat- 
erlogged basements, sleeping on 
raised wooden slats until rising 
floodwaters drove them out or 
lulls in the shelling allowed them 
to flee. 

Fifty metres from St. Michael’s 
Church, white-helmeted workers 
from the United Nations Chi- 
ldren's Fund (UNICEF) worked 
to repair the mains. 

“We have asked both sides to 
stop shooting so we can repair the 
breaks.” said Raymond Naimy, a 
UNICEF water engineer. 

Shots rang out as he spoke, but 
the men worked on in the middle 
of the road, exposed to fire and 
watched by a few police and bys- 
tanders sheltering on the sid- 
ewalk. 

“We tried to do the work two 
days ago, but we had to stop when 
they, fired at us ” Mr. Naimy said. 

“Once we get it done, people 
will start returning to their homes. 
Already hundreds come back each 
morning to see whether they can 
come back.” 


Pointing at a shattered district 
across the road, Mr. Naimy said: 
“There are thousands of people 
still hiding in basements there. 
They don't dare leave their bel- 
ongings and homes." 

“ AmaF’ (hope), the Shf he 
politico- military movement that 
controls the suburbs, tries to care 
for the trapped survivors. 

While its militiamen battle the 
army and ’ the Falangists, Araal 
social workers in tanker- trucks 
and vans flying black flags drive 
through the wrecked streets to 
supply shelters with water, bread 
and food — mainly tins of sardines 
and tuna fish. 

There is a tight sense of com- 
munity in the suburbs, but Civil 
Defence workers say it is also par- 
tly thanks to Antal’ s law- 
and-order role that there has been 
no looting. 

Walking off towards the front 
with his Kalashnikov rifle, Abu Al 
Abbas, the young fighter, said: 
“We are still fighting because we 
are afraid the army and the Fal- 
angists could break in and mas- 
sacre people. 

“Iam not afraid of dying, but I 
am afraid my parents might be kil- 
led” 

Ax the Al Sahel hospital on the 
edge of the suburbs, neuro- 
surgeon Dr. A. Jalil Amr said the 
hospital was shelled as the 100 
staff worked day and night to cope. 


with a flood of dead and wounded 
when the fighting broke out. 

Patients were showered with 
glass when two shells. hit, and. the 
upper floors were still disused in 

case of more shelling. 

“We received 18 dead oh the 
first day. Whole families of eight 
to 10 people came in. Three or five 
of them would be dead and the 
rest gravely injured,” Dr. Amr 
said. 

The hospital had treated- 225 
wounded in the first five days, 
some with grave multiple injuries. 
•“In four days we did '73 ope- 
rations. 1 did 18 brain operations. 
We worked day and night for a 
week,” Dr. Amr added. 

“These people have been thr- 
ough all kinds of misery. The gov- 
ernment has treated them like 
beasts,' 1 said Dr. Fakhry Akime, . 
whose wealthy Shfite family ope- 
ned the hospital last year because 
of the. suburbs' lack of state med- 
ical services. 

“They came here over the years 
with nothing except anger and 
poverty after being driven from 
other areas. Now almost every 
famil y has lost someone dear and 
their belonging, cars and homes. 

“But if you come back in a year 
you'Q see this area will be better 
than before. These are har- 
dworking people. The' re not loo- 
king for trouble. They want an end 
to oppression.” 





Soviet media move fast to assert 


Chernenko’s image as leader

MOSCOW — New Soviet Com- 
munist Party chief Konstantin 
Chernenko, in power for just over 
a week, has moved with unusual 
speed to establish a public image 
as a policy-maker and statesman. 

Chosen on Feh. 13, Mr. Che- 
rnenko was hailed in the Soviet 
press Tuesday as a “great leader*' 
and cited by senior party officials 
as a source of w ids ora and gui- 
dance for the country. 

Film shown on television this 
week revealed that giant-sized 
portraits of the 72-year-old gen- 
eral secretary had already been 
produced to adorn halls where 
political meetings are held. 

The public reverence for the 
new leader contrasts sharply with 
the treatment of his predecessor. 
Yuri Andropov, who was men- 
tioned relatively rarely in the 
weeks after he took power in Nov- 
ember 1979. 

But it strongly echoes the praise 
and tributes which were invariably' 
directed at Mr. Chernenko's men- 
tor. President Leonid Brezhnev, 
by party officials and the media. 

“ Andropov showed that it is the 
leader himself who decides what 
kind of image should be presented 
to the public. He disliked the Bre- 
zhnev cult and kept a low profile 
for much of his time in office,” one 
Western diplomat said. 

“Chernenko is already adopting 
the Brezhnev style and in a rem- 
arkably short period,” he added. 


Diplornats-said his drive to con- 
vey the image of a powerful leader 
did not necessarily offer clues to 
Mr. Chernenko's strength in the 
Kremlin, where he is believed lo 
have faced opposition to his nom- 
ination from younger politburo 
members. 

It could mean he was already 
secure or indicate he was trying to 
reinforce his position, they said. 

The most fulsome praise pub- 
lished Tuesday came from two 
men seen by analysts as close Che- 
rnenko allies, politburo member 
Viktor Grishin and candidate 
member Pvotr Demiehev. 

t 

A report of a speech delivered 
by Mr. Grishin in Moscow Mon- 
day showed he made laudatory 
references to Mr. Chernenko 26 
times, most of them referring to 
his leadership qualities. 

He said Mr. Chernenko was a 
“true son of our nation, a staunch 
Marxist-Lenioist tirelessly fig- 
hting for peace and Communism." 

He was also a man with a pro- 
found understanding of social and 
political problems, Mr. Grishin 
said, adding the leadership was in 
the “reliable hands” of a man who 
“thoroughly deserved to take 
command of the party.” 

The party daily Pravda quoted 
Mr. Demiehev as calling Mr. Che- 
rnenko a “great leader of unl- 
imited loyalty to the principles of 
Marxism- Lenism” who would put 
all his strength and talents into 
implementing party policy. 

Before he took power, he was 
never praised in this way. 


Such phrases were often applied 
to Mr. Brezhnev and in one 
record-making speech, Azer- 
baijani leader Geidar Aliyev, now 
a member of the politburo, ref- 
erred to him 133 times. 

Under Mr. Andropov, ref- 
erences to wise and reliable lea- 
dership emerged only at the beg- 
inning of this year in what has 
been seen in retrospect as a Kre- 
mlin campaign to convince the 
public that the dying president was 
still firmly in charge. 

In another speech published 
. Tuesday, KGB chief Viktor Che- 
brikov, known to have been clo- 
sely allied to Mr. Andropov, pra- 
ised Mr. Chernenko as a“ talented 
organiser” but otherwise made lit- 
tle mention of him. 

Mr. Chebrikov and Mr. Dem- 
ichev both implied Mr. Che- 
rnenko was now guiding state pol- 
icy on all fronts. 

But many Western analysts bel- 
ieve foreign affairs are in the 
hands of Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko while younger politburo 
members such as Mikhail Gor- 
bachov, 52. are effectively dir- 
ecting the economy. 

The recent speeches have 
shown however that Mr. Che- 
rnenko has already made his mark 
on the way policy is presented. 

While pledging that the Kre- 
mlin will continue Mr. And- 
ropov's crackdown on inefficiency 
and corruption, the press has now 
started referring to it as a cam- 
paign for "better organisation" 


rather than for “discipline and 
good order.” 

“The difference may only be 
linguistic, an effort to give one of 
Mr. Andropov's main policies a 
new name. But it could also mean 
the campaign will be handled in a 
different way,” one diplomat said. 

Mr. Chernenko is believed to 
have opposed Mr. Andropov’s 
drive to oust long-serving but 
poorly- trained party officials. 

There has been other evidence 
of a concerted drive to elevate Mr. 
Chernenko’s image in the public 
mind, where he is perceived as a 
man with long experience but little 
charisma.

Glenn’s Iowa loss looks irreparable

DES MOINES, Iowa — There 
was a big surprise that emerged 
from Monday night’s caucuses of 

opposition Democrats seeking to 
choose a challenger to incumbent 
President Ronald Reagan. 

It was not the size of former 
Vice President Walter Mondale's 
victory, but the depth of former 
astronaut John Glenn's defeat. 

Mr. Glenn’s fifth-place finish 
Monday night immediately set off 
speculation on how long he can 
stay in the race. He could stifle the 
talk in a week by bouncing back 
with a strong finish in the New 
Hampshire primary, the next 
stage in a long process of selecting 
Democratic nominee for pre- 
sident. 

The Democratic nominee to 
challenge the Republican inc- 
umbent will be chosen later this 


year at a nominating convention. 

So far, however, Mr. Glenn, 
who had been regarded as Mr. 
Mondale’s strongest rival, has 
been unable to demonstrate that 
he can rally Democrats to his can- 

r 

didacy. 

Senator Ernest Holiings of 
South Carolina, who didn't cam- 
paign in the Iowa precinct cau- 
cuses and ran last among the right 
candidates, called Mr. Glenn’s 
showing “almost a rejection." He 
said it could prompt Mr. Glenn 
supporters to turn to other can- ' 
didates. 

Another candidate with a pro- 
blem was Senator Alan Cranston 
of California, who often said he 
had to finish a clear third in Iowa. 

“If we don’t finish third, we 
would be in a very difficult sit- 
uation both financially and pol- 
itically.' ' Sergio Bendixeu. Mr. 
Cranston's campaign manager, 
said before the caucuses. 

Senator Gary Hart finished sec- 


ond in Monday's caucuses, former 
Senator George McGovern, who 
ran unsuccessfully in 1968 for pre- 
sident previously on the Dem- 
ocraxic ticket, was a surprising 
third. 

Mr. Cranston had hoped, of 
course, to replace Mr. Glenn as 
Mr. Mondale’s most serious rival. 
He said Monday night that the 
Mondale-Glenn dual was “very 
badly shaken” but he seemed to 
be in no shape to benefit. 

Whether it is Mr. Hart or Mr. 
McGovern or the Reverend Jesse 

Jackson — no factor in Iowa 

who benefits, Mr. Glenn's back is 
against the wall and the calendar 
favours Mr. Mondale. In previous 
preparatory campaigns, several 
weeks separated the Iowa cau-' 
cuses and the New Hampshire 
primary. This year the period is 
eight days and the Iowa results will 
be fresh in the minds of New 
Hampshire voters. 

Speculation about how the 


19R4 Democratic race will play 
out has always centred on when it 
wiQ shaken down to a two- 
candidate contest and who those 
two will be. 

Mr. Mondale obviously is a sure 
bet for the finals. A happy Hart 
was predicting Monday night he 
might be the other. 

“ Hopefully it does turn this into 
a Hart-Mondale race.” said the 
Colorado senator. “It sets up a 
contest between the party’s future 
and its past.** 

Nomination politics is a game of 
expectations and candidates are 
judged by how well they were 
expected to do. A narrow victory 
in Iowa would have been a loss for 
Mr. Mondale. 

Jerry Vento. Mr. Glenn's nat- 
ional campaign manager, pre- 
dicted two days .before the Iowa 
caucuses, that Mr. Mondale would 
win big and Mr. Glenn would fin- 
ish second with 15 to 20 per cent 
of the vote. 


Number of Israeli 
'refuseniks’ steadily 
on the increase

SINCE ISRAEL'S invasion of 
Lebanon in June 1982, 108 Isr- 
aelis have been jailed for refusing 
to serve in Lebanon. Some have 
already undergone more than one 
period of imprisonment, since 
army regulations make it possible 
for a soldier to be summoned for a 
new term of service in Lebanon 
immediately upon his release from 
prison, and to jail him again and 
again. 

Among those who are now ser- 
ving their third term of imp- 
risonment is a young conscript. 
Private Yuri Pines, who imm- 
igrated to Israel only five years 
ago from Kiev. Pines’ parents, 
who are prominent campaigners 
for “the right of Russian Jews to 
leave the Soviet Union,” are still, 
waiting for an exit visa. Also in jail 
For the third time is 26-year-old 
Yaciv She in, an Israeli tank com- 
mander in the reserves and ass- 
istant lecturer at Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity. 

These Israeli “refuseniks” are 
. members of a movement called 
■Yesh Gevul (There is a limit), 
which first came to public att- 
ention with an open letter to the 
Israeli prime minister following 
the bombardment of Beirut in 
which they wrote: 

“We are appealing to you as so 
soldiers and officers in the res- 
erves not to send us to Lebanon, 
for we can no longer acquiesce in 
it. Too many have been killed 
among us and by us in this war. We 
have conquered too much, bom- 
bed and devastated too much. 
Today, we know to what end: you 
are using this war to produce a 
military solution to the Palestinian 
problem, although there can be no 
military solution to the problem of 
a people. On top of this, you are 
■trying to impose a “new order” on 
the ruins of Lebanon, to spill our 
blood and the blood of others on 


behalf of the Falangists. We did 
not join the Israeli Defence Force 
for such aims...” 

The letter, which had been sig- 
ned by 1,601) Israelis, was fol- 
lowed by other protests. Yesh 
Gevul 1 s first independent dem- 
onstration in support of its jailed 
members was held last December 
in Tel Aviv, attracting some 5.000 
people. 

In a pamphlet published rec- 
ently, Yesh GevuF s members exp- 
lain where they stand a year and a 
half into the Lebanese war. Given 
the aims of the Israeli government 
and the role played by the Israeli 
army in Lebanon, they argue it is 
not enough for opponents, of that 
war to serve as occupiers of Leb- 
anon on weekdays and dem- 
onstrate in Israel at the weekend. 
Nor is there any point in trying to 
be a “nice” conqueror, for “jt is 
impossible to rule over hundfcds 
of thousands of people without 
treating them brutally” . To ill- 
ustrate this claim. Yesh Gevul, - 
quotes reported and confirmed 
cases in which Israeli soldiers, in 
the name of upholding law and 
order, assaulted even Arab chi- 
ldren. 

According to the movement's 
lawyer. Mr. Avigdor Feldman, 
this is not just morally repugnanL 
Israelis intentionally harming, exi- 
ling and persecuting a civilian 
population “may also one day be 
found guilty of war crimes” acc- 
ording to the definitions laid down 
by the Nuremberg Laws. 

Although relatively small in 
number. Yesh Gevur s members 
are having a substantial impact on 
Israeli thinking, often at the cost 
of their own liberty. They ask 
those who sympathise with their 
stand to show their solidarity by 
sending messages of protest to the 
prime minister, Mr. Yitzhak Sha- 
mir, or to the min ister of defence.

A medical infringement? 


To the Editor: 







Further to the medical report published in your newspaper 
under the headline “Surgeon gives hope to chronic myopia suf- 
ferers (Jordan Times, Feb. 15, 1984), the executive committee of 
the Jordanian Ophthalmological Society has examined the con- 
tents of the report as supplied to the press by Dr. Sameer Qaw- 
asrru. This act constitutes an infringement on the part of the 
above-mentioned practioner of the regulations of the Jordanian 
Medical Association and. in the hope of clarifying the medical 
aspects of this matter, may I request the publication of the fol- 
lowing comments in the Jordan Times: 

The surgical intervention referred to in the report is still exp- 
erimental as evidenced by the on-going discussions in centres 
dealing with the surgical correction of refractive errors. 

2 ) The particular procedure described is not new inJordan and 
has been performed cautiously by our surgeons previously, only 
without publicity. Such a reservation on’publicity is worthwhile 
since many new procedures prove later on to be too risky and are 
discontinued. 

3 ) The proper venue for such events is not the press but rather 
the medical conferences where they are reviewed by peers and not . 
by the patient population. 

4) Medical and surgical practice in Jordan is highly advanced 
and it is unbecoming to read every now and then that a certain 
procedure has been undertaken for the first time since, not unc- 
ommonly, these pioneering claims are abortive in the sense that 
the procedure in question had already been performed without 
creating headlines in the “non-professional press.” 

5 ) I feel that, being in charge of a distinguished publication, you 
disapprove of being a channel for creating public misconceptions 
and false hopes. You may wish to know that the Information 
Committee of our Medical. Association can be of great help in 
evaluating medical material before it is actually published.And I 
am sure you agree that it is in nobody* s interest to discuss at this 
point the various misconceptions that appeared in the above- 
mentioned medical report without any intention on your pan.

Rome’s harder job 


Slaves did

WASHINGTON — Most Roman 
citizens thought that the sailors 
who staggered through ancient 
Rome's major port cities such as 
Caesarea came from the lower 
depths. 

Even though their ships sup- 
ported an empire that reached 
from Egypt to Britain, the land- 
oriented Romans detested the 
thought of a life at sea.** As a pro- 
fession the navy was rated just 
above the Roman air force," 
comments Albert P. Steiner, Jr., a 
professor of classical languages 
and archaeology at Butler Uni- 
versity in Indianapolis. 

Studying hundreds of ancient 
tombstones and documents, St?- 
ine£ and Kathryn A. Thojnas. a 
professor of classics and modern 
languages at Creighton University 
in Omaha, have found that almost 
all the people who served on 
Roman merchant and military 
vessels were non-citizens. 

Lured by citizenship 

Military recruiters prowled such 
far-flung places as the tipper Dan- 


ube River and the coast of North 
Africa for able-bodied sailors. As 
a come-on, they offered the plum 
of Roman citizenship after 26 
years of service, a benefit that 
could be inherited by an hon- 
ourably discharged sailor’s heirs. 

li was a tempting enticement 
because, although they were free, 
few people in the provinces could 
hold public office or undertake 
business ventures without cit- 
izenship. 

“ In effect, the state was offering 
a retirement plan with upward 
mobility to provincials who had 
few opportunities,'' says Thomas. 

Usually enlisting about the age 
of 21 ) or 21 , a recruit was put on a 
trireme, or galley, one of the low, 
long, and lightly built ships rowed 
by as many as 150 man'. 

. The oarsmen doubled as sol- 
diers in battle. A galley would 
manoeuvre alongside an enemy 
ship and fasten onto it with gra- 
ppling hooks and lines so the att- 
ackers could leap aboard for 
hand-to-hand combat. 

Life on merchant ships was 
equally harsh. Besides being prey 
to severe storms and pirates, the 
large, stubby, square-sailed ships

led ashore each night because of 
their big crews, small storage cap- 
acity. and a tendency to become 
waterlogged. 

Slaves manned merchantmen 

■'There was no recruiting for the 
merchant fleet," says Thomas. “It 
was staffed mainly by slaves, many 
of whom were owned by free- 
wheeling traders on the Roman 
mainland." 

Many of the military seamen 
fared little better than slaves, even 
after long years of service. A sig- 
nificant number of them, esp- 
ecially those who had never gotten 
important promotions, were dru-. 
mmed out of the service after 25 
years. That just happened to be. 
one year before they would have 
been entitled to their Roman cit- 
izenship. 

“It was another ruthless means 
of exclusion from the company 
pension plan," observes Steiner. 

But there were success stories, 
too. Steiner and Thomas dis- 
covered that at least. 2 R recruits 
reached the exalted rank of tri- 
erarch or squadron commander.

Japan develops artificial blood

TOKYO — Japanese companies 
have developed artificial blood 
substitutes which they say can be 
stored a for longer than natural 
blood and eliminate the risk of 
transmitting infectious diseases. 

One company. Green Cross 
Pharmaceutical, has already app- 
lied to the United States Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) for 
approval of its substitute blood 
called ‘■fluosol." 

The FDA has requested more 
data and Japanese authorities 
have yet to approve the product 
for the domestic market. 

Apart from Green Cross, all the 
companies producing blood sub- 
stitutes are food or brewery con- 
cerns diversifying their research 
efforts into the field of bio- 
technology. 

The Ajinomoto Company, 
which developed monosodium 
glutamate, widely used as a food 
flavour enhancer and also as a pre- 
servative, says it hopes to have its 
artificial blood on the market wit- 
hin five years. 

Ajinomoto’s researchers have 
developed a technique whereby 
the main component of natural 
blood is mated with another sub- 


stance — polyethylene glycol — to 
produce a substitute blood. 

The company says the sub- 
stitute has several advantages over 
natural blood. It eliminates the 


such as herpes. AIDS (Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome) 
and hepatitis. 

li can also be stored for longer 
than natural blood and used reg- 
ardless of blood group. At an opt- 
imum temperature of four degrees 
centigrade (39.2“ Fahrenheit)! 
natural blood can be kept for only 
21 days, which usually means that 
20 to 30 per cent of all blood bank 
re senes have to be discarded. 

Researches say this discarded 
blood can now be used as the raw 
material for artificial blood. 

Cell membranes are removed 
from the red corpuscles of the nat- 
ural blood — the red corpuscles 
carry oxygen to the body’s cell tis- 
sues — enabling the substitute 
blood to be used for any blood 
groups. 

In experiments, rats which had 
90 per cent of their blood replaced 
with the substitute survived for 
more than two weeks while those 
that received natural blood lived 
for only a few hours.

gained by Japan’s soy sauce man- 
ufacturers and brewers in their 


Japan's flavour enhancers such as 
mushrooms and dried fish with 
derivatives of nucleic add, the 
basic substance of life itself. 

The company has now dev- 
eloped more than 200 such der- 
ivatives, many of which are sup- 
plied as raw material to pha- 
rmaceutical manufacturers. 

Enzymes produced from the 
derivatives as a direct result of 
manufacturing food flavouring are 
now used in the clinical diagnosis 
of blood and urine samples. Enz- 
ymes are the organic substances 
that promote the chemical pro- 
cesses of life.. 

By cross-breeding mice, Yam- 
asa has produced antibodies which 
induce natural interferon, used in 
the treatment of some forms of 
cancer. 

Japan’s largest soy sauce maker. 
Kikkoman Shoyu, has derived a 
cardiotonic agent thought to be 
useful in the treatment of patients 
after bean surgery and others 
prone to heart attacks. The com- 
pany plans to start marketing the 
product this year.

Interpol to seek computer help

PARIS — Interpol, the Int- 
ernational Criminal Police Org- 
anisation, is looking to computers 
to help it fight increasingly sop- 
histicated white-collar crime. 

But its plans to computerise 
data on individual criminals have 
been set back by concerns in many 
countries over civil liberties and 
also by fears that the criminals 
themselves might gain access to 
the secret records. 

“I am not a Neanderthal man 
who opposes technical progress, 
but when 1 see the possibilities it 
offers, especially with the com- 
puter, I stop to ask some que- 
stions," said Interpol chief Andre. 
Bossard. 

“It's so easy. If children can 
break into advanced circuits with 
home computers, anything is pos- 
sible." he told Reuters in his office 
overlooking the Paris suburb of 
Saint-Cloud.

Indonesian ‘becak’ 

about to disappear

JAKARTA — The becak tricycle 
rickshaw, the poor man's taxi in. 
Indonesia, is coming to the end of 
the road here and will be banned 
from the streets of Jakarta next 
year. 

Becaks, which seat two people 
comfortably and are pedalled 
from behind, once ruled this city's 
avenues and provided incomes for 
tens of thousands of drivers and 
their families. 

But the city’s by-laws have for- 
ced them out of the bustling centre 
to look for trade in the back streets 
and suburbs. 

Barefoot becak drivers are no 
strangers to police licensing 
checks and a becak graveyard is 
already bursting, with thousands 
oL confiscated machine^, piled 
Wgh. 

About I6.U00 illegal, becaks 
will be confiscated in the next 
phase of the pedicab clean-up 
operation and the 8,000 legal ones 
will be given permits only to the 
end of this year, police said. 

The leisurely becaks have sev- 
eral merits — they are quiet, 
cheap, easily maintained and 
non-polluting — but city hall ins- 


ists they are a menace in Jakarta’s 
chaotic traffic and do not fit the 
city's go-ahead image. 

Authorities say they are also * 
worried about the influx of uns- 
killed labourers, many from rural 
areas, into this densely-crowded 
city of seven million to drive bec- 
aks. 

Most drivers are homeless and 
sleep in their rickshaws. 

The demise of the becak, which 
will be sorely missed by low- 
income Jakartans, will be wel- 
comed by drivers of the bajaj. 
motorised three-wheel scooter- 
cabs which are the next step up 
from Becaks but stDl cost less to 
hire than taxis. 

The undisciplined, orange- 
painted bajaj s, notorious for nos- 
ing insistently through the city's 
choked traffic, look set to thrive 
.on the extra business. 

In a city where a family of five 
squashed, together on small 
Honda motorcycle is not an unu- 
sual sight, riding in a becak ric- 
kshaw was one of life's luxuries. 

Despite the inconveniences, 
becaks retain an ambling dignity 
and seeing a couple being driven 
back silently from an evening's 
entertainment recalls the romance 
of a more leisurely era.

The trustees said in a statement: 
“The new arrangements establish 
an enforceable legal framework 
which will ensure that the trust 
principles continue to be obs- 
erved” . 

A separate announcement by 
the Reuter board said the trustees' 
powers would be strengthened by 
the formation of a new company. 
Reuters Founders Share Com- 
pany Limited, whose purpose 
would be to secure the legal enf- 
orcement of the Reuter trust pri- 
nciples. 

It also said the present owners 
would retain a majority vote in the 
board of Reuters. 

Since l‘J53 Reuters has been 
owned and controlled through 
associations representing the new- 
spaper industries of the United 
Kingdom, the Republic of Ireland.

MANAGUA (Agencies) — Nicaragua's government 
has denied opposition claims that it advanced the 
date of presidential and constituent assembly ele- 
ctions in a bid to influence U.S. public opinion in 
November’s White House race. 


The timetable was changed to 
comply with a request from the 
Socialist international that the 
elections be held this year, a gov- 
ernment spokesman said. 

Originally planned for IV*5. 
the elections — which diplomats 
say are certain to end in victory for 
the ruling Sandinisi National Lib- 
eration Front tFSLN) — were set 
Tuesday for November 4. just two 
days before the U.S. presidential 
elections. 

Opposition group spokesman 
Luis Rivera Lciva said the date 
had been deliberately chosen to 

m 

influence U.S. public opinion aga- 
inst any invasion ot Nicaragua, 
since it would appear the San- 
dinists were complying with a U.S. 


demand to legitimise their rule. 

“By aiming at the U.S. public, 
the government has given us less 
time to prepare our campaign." he 
told Reuters. 

But an FSLN spokesman said 
the date was chosen in response to 
a request from the Socialist Int- 
ernational that the government, 
which has not held elections since 
seizing power in a ly?y rev- 
olution. should seek a popular 
mandate in 1VK4. 

He said that with the coffee har- 
\est starting in mid-November, 
which would occupy a large num- 
ber of workers. Nov. 4 was the 
only possible date given the length 
of time needed to prepare for the 
balloting. 


It is also the anniversary of the 
death of Casimiro Sotelo, an 
FSLN leaderwho was killed by the 
National Guard of former dictator 
Anastasio Somoza. 

The spokesman added that Jan. 
1 (i. when the newly elected rep- 
resentatives are due to take 
power, was also a significant San- 
dinisi anniversary — that of the 
death of newspaper editor Pedro 
Joaquin Chamorro, a fierce opp- 
onent of the Somoza regime.

that he sees no “serious pos- 
sibility" that the Soviet Union is 
interested. 

It is more likely, vlr. Nitze told 
reporters, that the Soviets will ask 
foT a resumption of negotiations to 
limit longer-ran^e nuclear wea- 
pons. Bui he said he doubts the 
Soviet leadership under Kon- 
stantin Chernenko has decided on 
a date. 

vleanwhile. vlr. Nitze said, it 
would be a mistake for the United 
States to pause in its deployment 
of Pershing 2 and cruise missiles in 
Western Europe, even though the 
buildup and Soviet cou- 
ntermeasures increase the danger 


of war “perhaps a little." 

The Soviets broke off the Eur- 
omissile talks Nov. 23 when the 
Reagan administration refused to 
postpone the Pershing and cruise 
deployment. The parallel talks on 
strategic nuclear weapons rec- 
essed in December with the Sov- 
iets declining to set a date for ano- 
ther round. 


In the interim, the Reagan adm- 
inistration is proceeding with a 
schedule that would insial 572 
Pershing 2 and cruise missiles in 
West Germany.

Gunmen kill Punjab

While police launched a mas- 
sive manhunt for a killer squad 
that gunned down nine people and 
wounded 12 when they rampaged 
through two Punjab villages on 
motorbikes Tuesday night, gun- 
men struck twice again this mor- 
ning. killing the son of a local lea- 
der of Prime viinister Indira Gan- 
dhi's Congress (h Party. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency said Congress leader Kri- 
shan Lai Sharma and his son were 
shot at in their home. The father 
was not hurt. 

Jn a separate incident, the son of 
a regional leader of the right-wing 


Hindu Bharatiya Janata Party 
I BJP) was shot and seriously wou- 
nded. the agency added. He was 
hit twice at close range and has a 
bullet in the head. 

A curfew, due to have been rel- 
axed in Amritsar for eight hours, 
was re-imposed. It is also in force 
in five other towns across Punjab. 

At least 4n people have been 
killed and 300 wounded in the 
past nine days of Hindu-Sikh tro- 
uble in Punjab and the nei- 
ghbouring state of Haryana. 

The agency said five Sikh lea- 
ders who planned to visit Haryana 
Wednesday following bloodshed 
there were detained at the state 
border. 

The violence is pan of a Hindu 
backlash against an 1 N- month-old 
Sikh campaign for religious and 
political concessions from the 
government, including greater 
autonomy for Punjab.

It takes a beginner quite a 
while to master the finesse. 
It takes even experienced 
players much longer to learn 
when not to finesse. 

South was perhaps a 
whisker short of an opening 
bid in terms of point count. 
But his three quick tricks and 
possession of the master suit 
more than made up for that 
deficiency. 

West led the top of his 
heart sequence. Declarer 


won and took advantage of 
being in dummy to try the 
spade finesse. West won and 
shifted to a club, and declarer 
began to realize his pre- 
dicament. 

He cashed the ace of 

hearts, ruffed a heart and 
drew trumps, then tried the 
diamond finesse. East won 
the ‘king of diamonds and 
cashed two club tricks — 
down one. 

Given normal breaks, 
declarer did not need the 
trump finesse — he could af- 
ford to lose a trump trick. 
Declarer should win the 
opening lead on the table, 
cash the ace of hearts and 
ruff a heart. Next, he draws 
two rounds of trumps. When 
both defenders follow and 
the queen does not drop, 
declarer leaves the lady 
outstanding and turns his at- 
tention to more important 
matters. 

Declarer takes the dia- 
mond finesse, and he does not 
care much whether it wins or 
loses. No matter what, the 
contract is assured. As the 
cards lie. declarer will even 
make an overtrick, for West 
must follow to four rounds of 
diamonds. By the time be 
ruffs a diamond, declarer will 
have gotten rid of all his club 
losers. 


Former Argentine president 
arrested in war investigation 


BUENOS AIRES. Argentina 
(API — Former Argentine Pre- 
sident and military junta member 
Gen. Leopoldo Galtieri was arr- 
ested’ Tuesday night on orders of 
the supreme military council inv- 
estigating charges of negligence 
and incompetence by high- 
ranking officers during the ls»S2 
Falkland Islands war with Britain. 

Col. Jorge Gonzalez Ramirez, 
secretary of the council, armed 
forces* highest tribunal, said Gen. 
Galtieri was placed under custody 
at the giant Campo de Mayo Army 
Base 3o kilometres northwest of 
the capital. 

Gen. Galtieri. who testified for 
nearly nine hours before the cou- 
ncil on Tuesday, will be held at the 
base at the disposition of the tri- 
bunal. Col. Gonzalez Ramirez 
said. 

Wartime navy commander and 
junta member Admiral Jorge 
Anaya was blamed in the report 
for instigating the use of force in 
the 1 5n-year-old dispute over the 
islands, then withdrawing his ships 
from battle for fear of having them 
sunk. 

The commission recommended 
to Lhe council that the two men be 
charged with violating articles of 
the military code providing the 


death penalty, though the .max- 
imum sentence was considered 
extremely unlikely. 

Gen. Galtieri. accompanied by 
his attorney, spent four and a half 
hours before the council on Tue- 
sday morning and returned for an 
hour and 2(> minute session in the 
afternoon. He said he "felt fine." 
.but refused to answer other que- 
stions from reporters waiting out- 
side council headquarters in dow- 
ntown Buenos Aires. 

The councij. made up of nine 
retired generals and admirals, is 
studying accusations made last 
November in an interbranch inv- 
estigative committee report which 
outlined "strategic and political 
responsibilities" for the war and 
its outcome. 

Although the 22-page report 
never has been made public, leaks 
to various Argentine media ind- 
icated it recommended the courts 
martial of 16 officers who held 
high positions during the war. 

According to published reports, 
the commission accused Gen. Gal- 
tieri. president and army com- 
mander from 1981 until his rem- 
oval after the Argentine defeat, of 
demagogery and adventurism in 
launching what it termed the “ill 
advised" war.

Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar on a visit to Prague has 
offered to try to secure the release 
of 20 Czechoslovaks held hostage 
by anti-government forces in 
Angola. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar told his 
hosts. President Gustav Husak 
and Foreign Minister Bohuslav 
Chnoupek. he would do “eve- 
rything" to bring about the freeing 
of the hostages held by guerrillas 
of the United Front for the Total 
Independence of Angola 
(UNITAl since March last year, 
the official Ceteka News agency 
reported. 

The U.N. secretary-general arr- 
ived in Prague Tuesday from Pol- 
and. 

He has already mediated to sec- 
ure the release last August of 45 
hostages, mainly women and chi- 
ldren captured by UNITA in the 


March raid, for which he was per- 
sonally thanked Tuesday by both 
Mr. Husak and Mr. Chnoupek. 
Ceteka said. 

The 20 men are the rest of .the 
group of 66 Czechoslovak tec- 
hnicians. women and children and 
21 » Portuguese captured in an 
LfNJTA raid on an industrial 
complex in central -Angola. 

The hostages were forced to 
make a gruelling 1 ,300- 
kilometres march to an UNITA 
base camp, during which one man 
died of exhaustion. 

In his talks with Mr. Husak. Mr. 
Perez de Cuellar praised Cze- 
choslovakia's peace policy and its 
realistic approach to the world's 
main problems. Ceteka said. 

It said both Mr. Husak and Mr. 
Chnoupek praised the secretary 
generafs efforts to strengthen the 
role of the United Nations in sol- 
ving conflicts.

for Brunei celebrations 


BANDAR SERI BEGAWAN 
(R) — Britain’s Prince Charles 
and President Ferdinand Marcos 
of the Philippines were among a 
galaxy of foreign leaders and roy- 
alty arriving Wednesday for Bru- 
nei's independence celebrations.

sidents from the airport to a wel- 
come parade in the heart of this 
tiny capital. 

Sultan Sir Muda Hassanal Bol- 
kiah. absolute monarch of the 
fabulously wealthy north Borneo 
state, stood in dark green military 
uniform to greet his visitors, who 
include leaders from all non- 
Communist South East Asian sta- 
tes and ministers from most 
Commonwealth countries and the 
United States. 

Communist countries were not 
represented for Thursday’s nat- 
ional day celebrations. 

The 37-year-old ruler has pre- 
pared a right royal reception for 
more than 4.000 guests from some 
7o countries to mark the end of 



nearly a century of British rule. 

Brunei.' 5,765 square kil- 
ometres of jungles sitting on top of 
vast oil and gas deposits, has run 
its own internal affairs since 1959 
but left responsibility for foreign 
relations and defence with Lon- 
don. 

The British-educated sultan, 
29th ruler of a Muslim monarchy 
which once controlled all of north 
Borneo, has spent millions of dol- 
lars preparing for the celebration. 

The pageantry begins with a 
mass rally and display in the rec- 
ently completed $250 million sta- 
dium which seats 30.000 people. 

For the evening, the sultan has 
laid on a samputuous state ban- 
quet for 4.000 in the main hall of 
his enormous new palace beside 
the Brunei River which rivals 
Louts XIV* s Versailles for size and 
splendour. 

The 2.000-room, gold-domed 
edifice, three times as big as 
Queen Elizabeth's Buckingham' 
Palace, is viewed by most of the 
sultan’s 200.000 subjects as a fit- 
ting symbol of the wealth and 
pride of the last autocratic dynasty 
in the region.

gather W New Hampshire Mark Thatcher’s girlfriend flies home 


MANCHESTSER. New Ham- 
pshire (.API — All eight can- 
didates for the Democratic Party 
presidential nomination Wed- 
nesday were making their way to 
New Hampshire to refine their 
preservations foi the state's first- 
in-nation primary nominating ele- 
ction next week. 

Fresh from Iowa where they 
met in precinct head-counting 
contests across that midwestern 
farm state — with former Vice 
President Walter Mondale scoring 
an overwhelming victory — the 
presidential hopefuls meet in a 
debate on Thursday setting the 
stage for the primary election on 
Tuesday in which voters will exp- 
ress their preferences among the 
candidates. 

The New Hampshire election is 
the first in a series of secret-ballot 
elections leading up the party con- 
ventions next summer. In Iowa, 
the selection was by caucus — 
small local meetings of party 
members to select delegates to the 
conventions — rather than by the 
voters. 

Mr. Mondale garnered 48.9 per 
cent of the Iowa precinct vote 
which Senator Gary Hart of Col- 
orado followed Mr. Mondale with 
16.4 per cent considerably better 
than pollsters had predicted. 

Senator John Glenn of Ohio, 
widely regarded earlier as Mon- 
day’s strongest rival to Mr. Mon- 
dale in Iowa, won only 3 .4 per cent 
while former Senator George 
McGovern got 10.2 percent. Sen- 
ator Alan Florida 2.4. the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson 1.5, Senator Ear- 
nest Hollings of South Carolina 
.04, and others .02 per cenf. . ■ 

Taking no time out to celebrate 


their Iowa successes. Mr. Mondale 
and Mr. Hart quickly turned their 
attention to New Hampshire and 
the next big events on the Dem- 
ocratic presidential circuit. 

Mr. Hart’s second- place finish 
in Iowa gives his campaign new 
life, if for no other reason than the 
increased attention it will bring 
him. 

Mr. Glenn's finish behind four 
rivals, on the other hand, puts the 
pressure on him to do well in next 
week's New Hampshire primary. 
Widely portrayed as Mr. Mon- 
dale's chief challenger going into 
Iowa. Mr. Glenn said he hoped to 
fare much better among what he 
described as the more con- 
servative voters in New Ham- 
pshire. 

Mr. Hart’s campaign manager 
said his strategy calls for a hit- 
and-run type of attack on Mr. 
Mondale rather than a frontal ass- 
ault on the front-runner. 

“It is important for Mr. Hart’s 
credibility that we do well in the 
Western states early." added 
Henkel. “In the early going, we 
will not challenge Mr. Mondale in 
states with big urban areas, where 
he has the labour unions working 
for him.” 

Mr. Hart described his second- 
place showing in Iowa as “a big 
boost" and said, “It sets up a con- 
test between the party's future and 
its past.’’ 

Meanwhile. Mr. Mondale acc- 
used President Ronald Reagan on 
Tuesday of “leadership by amn- 
esia.” 

“ No one is effectively in charge 
of this government." he said, “and 
the American, people cannot tol- 
erate that."
